A Welsh Murder 
The last scene of a remarkable Welsh trag- 
edy has just been enacted by the confes- 
sion of a murderer on his death- be. 1. About 
two years ago there lived near Ystrady- 
fodwg, in the Rhondda valley, Glamorgan- 
shire, .a girl named Jane Lewis. She was 
servant to a farmer and his wife, and she 
was also their niece. She was courted by 
one Thomas Williams, employed on the 
farm, and she was also courted by a collier, 
employed at a pit some little distancs from 
the girl's home. Her uncle and aunt fav- 
ored the latter rather than Thomas Wil- 
liams, and the men grew jealous. Each of 
them found the girl in the company of the 
other at times, and once Williams came up- 
on the collier and the girl sitting in a cowv 
house when it was quite dark. He came 
up against them and laughed as he touch- 
ed them, but he showed no anger then; nor 
did he either at any time so far as the 
evidence showed. But one Sunday even- 
ing, after chapel time, the collier tapped 
at the cottage window, as was his wont, to 
call his sweet-heart out. Instead of her 
came her uncle, and he told the collier that 
the girl had not then come home, and he 
thought she was with him. The collier 
thought she must have gone with some oth- 
er, and went away in a huff. But the girl 
never returned. A search was made and 
in a footpath to the chapel from her home 
Jane Lewis was found lying on the grass 
dead. Particular evidenoe has been record- 
ed of the precise position of the body and 
the things scattered around it. The girl's 
throat had been cut in three places; two at 
least of the frightful gashes musthave been 
sufficient to cause death; blood lay all 
around, staining the grass and clay; the 
body lay partly on its side, with the hands 
and arms thrown away from the path, and 
behind it lay a razor, open and bloody. Her 
bonnet had been torn from her head and 
thrown from her. her clothes were disorder- 
ed, and marks of a struggle having taken 
place were clearly apparent She was preg- 
nant, by whom it was never known. The 
coroner's inquest was long, and the evi- 
dence very complete. The medical men 
pointed out how the deed must have been 
done by some second person. Had Jane 
Lewis cut her throat herself the gash was 
so deep that she would have died instantly, 
and the rater must have fallen as her hands 
fell, and been found lying with them. 
Moreover, though one of the gashes was 
comparatively superficial, either of the oth- 
ers would have caused instant death. Had 
she made either the one or the other she 
would have had no power to make a second. 
The bloody razor found lying by her side 
was Thomas Williams'. He admitted that 
it belonged to him. He had a wound upon 
his cheek.

The collier was in the chapel that even- 
ing. Thomas Williams was there also, but 
he came in after the service had commenced. 
He said he saw Jane Lewis there, but no 
one else conld say the same, though many 
thought she might have been there unknown 
to them. The collier waited for her at the 
chapel door, thinking he had missed seeing 
her inside, but finding she did not come he 
went by the road to her uncle's house, and tap- 
ped at the window for her, thinking she could 
not have left the house that evening. Much 
other evidence was given. The girl's 
frinds spoke of her usual quiet manner, and 
especially of her composure on the Sunday 
evening she left her uncle's home for the 
chapel. Her acts had never given evidence 
of a wandering mind, and none knew of 
any cause she had to commit suicide. Her 
unchastity would have soon been covered 
by her marriage with the collier. Yet, 
notwithstanding all this the jury returned 
a verdict of suicide while of unsound mind. 
The corner was astonished beyond measure. 
The question was repeated and the same 
answer returned. Accordingly the coroner 
exercised his own discretion, and commit- 
ted Thomas Williams for trial on the charge 
of having wilfully murdered Jane Lewis. 
The local magistrate did the same, and the 
case came before the grand jury at the 
Glamorganshire assizes. The learned judge, 
in charging the grand jury, commented at 
length upon the case, and hinted that under 
the extraordinary circumstances attending 
it, it would be better to ignore the bill, as 
it would be next to impossible to find a 
jury who would convict as the case then 
stood. The grand jury accordingly ignored 
the bill in order that the man might be re- 
charged if further evidence could be ob- 
tained in the future. Thomas Williams was 
therefore set at liberty, and carried his 
secret with him until within a few hours of 
his death, last week, when he confessed 
that it was he who murdered Jane Lewis 
in the Rhondda valley. 



Who Composed the Marseillaise T 

We know from the authority of Sheri- 
dan's '-Mrs. Puff' how possible it is for 
two great authors to hit upon the same idea; 
but that two composers should hit upon the 
same air requires an amsunt of credulity 
beyond us. Here is evidence conflicting 
enough to puzzle the most intelligent of 
special juries: 

M. Alexander Boucher, who was born in 
the year 1770, was a celebrated violinist 
He was also remarkable for an astonishing 
resemblance to the first Napoleon. 

"Id '9-," says M. Boucher, ' I spent an 
evening in the Faubourg St Germain at 
the Hotel de Montaigne, Rue de la Chaise. 
During the soiree, a Colonel, who was on 
the point of departure for Marseilles to join 
his regiment, took leave of the mistress of 
the house. Madame de Montaigue intro- 
duced us. 

'I am charmed to meet you,' said the 
colonel, and I shall profit by the introduc- 
tion by asking you to compose a march for 
my regiment — a limprovitte, if possible.' 

-'I sought to excuse myself. I objected 
that I had no music paper; and a guest 
ruled a sheet of ordinary paper with a pen- 
cil. Madame de Montaigus supplicated, 
and at last I yielded, wrote the march, an: 
the Colonel departed with it in his pocket. 
I had not even time to arran,.^ it. ■ Len 
the Colonel arrived at Marseille* k* ,.a.e it 
to the band-master; it waa played on pa. 
rade, and became the favorite ^.«r k s of ths 
regiment. 

About this time Rouget dc l'la.o (the 
reputed author and compot>ar •! the Mar- 
seillaise), was imprisoned IM politior-1 
causes in i ort St Jeau in ^araeilles. His 
jailer, seeing that Le oocupied hi. ..self in- 
cessantly la writing versus* one day said to 
him: 

" 'Mon o.iicier, why not write a son h In 
honor of cur armies.' The Marseillaise is 
neither like the words nor the air of the 
Carmagnole,'' but there is a march the band 
plays every day — a ..uick, stirring, inspir- 
ng air— every one is tanging it Why not 
write worCs to it?' 

The imprisoned scldier set himself to 
work, and his words wore adopted by the 
crowd who had before adopted my air. 

Ju<igc of uy astonishment when in the 
Marseillaise' 1 recognised the march 1 had 
written at the Hotel de Montaigue. It 
came from Marseilles, and was naturally 
called the 'Marseillaise. If, as biographers 
have stated, Rouget de l isle had oomposed 
at Strasburg for the departure of the 
volunteers of the army of the Rhine, it 
would have been called the 'Strasbour- 
geoise.' 

" Years after I was dining in Paris, and 
Rouget de l isle sat beside me. Having so 
long heard his name coupled with my com- 
positions, I looked at him with considerable 
curiosity and complimented him with 
marked significance upon his famous 
words. 

-But you don't speak of the music,' 
said he. 'Your opinion as a great musician 
is of value. Does it not please you ' 

" 'Yea.' 

" 'You must know, then, that the air is 
not mine. It is a march of I don t know 
who, that was played at Marseilles when I 
was prisoner there during the Terror.' 

I soon convinced him that I was the 
composer, and, after congratulating me, he 
said: 

Y ou are forever robbed of the fame of 
your own work, for though I proclaim you 
the composer, the words and air are so in- 
separable that no one will believe me!' 

" 'Keep all your fame to yourself,' I an- 
swered. 'But for your genius my little 
march would be forgotten, or played some- 
times in a garrison town. You have en. 
nobled, sublimed it, and it has become yours 
by the power of peotic absorption. 

Thus for M. Alexandre Boucher. On the 
other hand* a letter from M. N'orteil, of the 
Library of Strasburg, protests against the 
fable, prompted by amour-proj>r>-, told by M. 
Boucher. It was in says M. N'orteil, 
and within the walls of Strasburg, that 
the sublime Hymn of Liberty was compos- 
ed, and it was inserted in the "Aches de 
Strasbourg," on the 7th of July of the same 
year, and was entitled, 'Count de Guerre 
»our l armee du Rhin. dedie au Marechal 
^uckner.'' 

Copies of this journal still exist which 
prove this fact. From Strasburg the hymn 
spread rapidly through the departments, 
and ii was sung in Taris by the volunteers 
of Marseilles as they entered the city gates. 
It was christened the "Marseillaise by the 
Parisians themselves. 

We have heard, too, that the illustrious 
composer is so delighted with the singing 
of our thoroughly English Mr. Stantley 
that he intends to offer him one of the chief 
roles in the forthcoming opera.

Wiiiskt.— Whisky is getting to be "king' 
since cotton abdicated, if cotton has re- 
signed. Enormous fortunes have been 
made by the speculators upon it. Before 
the war it was sold at four or five shillings 
a gallon. Now, taxes and depreciated pa- 
per, and the high cost of grain, have car- 
ried the price up to $2 20 per gallon, at 
wholesale; and ths way the people drink 
whisky now, at high prices, th* cost mak- 
ing this formerly despised liquor quite 
fashionable, is a caution to those who don t 
want to become drunkards. A single dis- 
tiller in Pennsylvania has just paid $120,- 
000 to the United States Government as his 
tax for whisky manufactured by him the 
past six months; and others, manufacturers 
and holders, have paid large sums in taxes 
upon this kind of liquor. All classes have 
speculated in it. Men high in position in 
the Government— old politicians who have 
n machines ' and distilled publie senti- 
ment— Thurlow Weed at the head of them, 
have made their tens of thousands in the 
past two years in whisky speculations; 
and John Morrissey, now pot-bellied and 
in no fighting trim, has also made his pile 
n the same trade, by the side of Thurlow 
and company. Congress has been ridden 
like an old horse, by the speculators, who 
have attempted to shape legislation to suit 
themselves. The taxation laws affect them. 
The distillers want one thing, the specula- 
tors another. A law has just been passed, 
levying a tax of |3 a gallon on whisky af- 
ter January 1st. Now the pack ar* work- 
ing upon the President 1 The speculators 
want him to sign the bill, whilst the distil- 
lers are as urgent that he shall veto it. 
The government is broiling in whisky. What 
a sad final termination to the Mains Law! 
The government is now getting iu richest 
treasures from its tax on whisky and other 
liquors. The war is to a considerable de- 
gree supported by ths immense quantities of 
liquor the people ar* drinking; and intoxi- 
cating liquor is about the most attractive 
and fashionable article in the market for 
speculating purposes. After making thou- 
sands of drunkards; after making it fash- 
ionable to keep liquor in the house, and 
in club-rooms; after reviving the old liquor- 
loving practice of offering the intoxicating 
cup to friends who call— the Mains Law 
has done its work of evil, and the United 
States government is drawing vast sums of 
money from its tax on that which gets the 
people drunk. It shows to what sad ends 
fanatical ideas will *arry a people who 
follow them; and it shows, too, how mis- 
taken are the views of those Ministers *f 
the Gospel who turn thsir attention from 
religious duties, and embark in the work 
of forcing those fanatical ideas upon ths 
statute book or into the policy of the gov- 
ernment— [Hartford Times.

Sur- 
rounding Mr. Duane, who had been present 
at Girard s death, and remained to direct 
his funeral, they demanded to kaew if 
there was a will. To silence their indecent 
clamor he told them that there was, and thai 
he was one of the executors. On hearing 
this, the desire to learn its omenta rase 
almoat to fury. In vain the executors re- 
minded them that decency required that the 
will should not be opened till after the 
funeral. They evsa threatened legal pro- 
ceedings if the will was not instantly pro- 
lured ; and at length, to avoid a public 
scandal, the executors consented to have it 
read. These affectionate relatives being as- 
sembled in a parlor of the house in which 
the body of their benefactor lay, the will 
was taken from the iroa safe by one of the 
executors.
